fort is being made to help the un­ 
fortunate and unemployed in this, 
as well as other areas in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
An R. F. C. loan of approximate­ 
ly $4600 was recently granted 
to 
Scott County, and in the admini­ 
stration of this fund, one provision 
calls for a garden by each family 
receiving this aid. Failure to have 
a garden and 
properly 
tend 
it 
means 
that further aid will 
be 
withheld. 
In this area the work of super­ 
vising the garden 
program is 
in 
charge of R. L. 
Lovvorn, relief 
worker, one of twelve men station­ 
ed in Missouri by the 
Emergency 
Relief Director. 
Mr. Lovvorn has 
charge of 
three counties, 
Scott, 
Mississippi and New Madrid. 
He 
is co-operating 
with 
the 
Scott 
County committee of which Alden 
Tinney of Benton is chairman, and 
“Buzzy” Watkins, 
deputy County 
Clerk, is secretary. In each of the 
following 
communities, 
a 
local 
chairman and a 
local 
committee 
will be in actual command of the 
situation:

cooled homes in sweltering summer months are virtually unknown. 


And yet, some say “Our American job is finished!” 
Who can doubt 
the almost universal desire for these improvements—or overlook the sig­ 
nificance, from an economic standpoint, of the situation confronting us? 
In the hearts of our people the greatest revival of home interest in a .gen­ 
eration! The most wonderful home comforts and luxuries of all 
time!
